Flood prevention scheme opens

A NEW Bewdley flood prevention scheme 
has been officially unveiled by MP Mark 
Gamier. 

Four years ago the Queensway Estate in 
Wribbenhall, Bewdley was the scene of 
heavy flooding, with more than 50 homes 
affected. 

The new scheme consists of an L-shaped 
embankment, combined with a structure 
which allows upstream water to be stored, 
which should reduce water volume when 
flow levels are high. 

Back in 2007 the problem was that a 
culvert which should have channelled 
water could not cope with sudden high 
volume. 

Mr Gamier said: “I am delighted to have 
been asked to open this crucial new project 
as I remember extremely well the devasta¬ 
tion that the flash floods caused to resi¬ 
dents of Wribbenhall in 2007. 


“Everyone involved has put in a lot of 
work, especially Gill Holland (from the 
Riddings Brook Flood Group) who has been 
leading residents’ action against flooding 
in Bewdley. 

“She really is a local hero who, along with 
other volunteers, must have put in thou¬ 
sands of hours over the years.” 

Capacity 

Other work in the area has included 
increasing the capacity of the culvert 
underneath Kidderminster Road, adding 
further road gullies and altering speed 
humps so they do not trap surface water. 

Gill Holland added: ‘We are particularly 
grateful to landowner Chris Grainger for 
allowing the flood storage area to be built 
on his field, and to the Local Levy system of 
funding which has enabled this small 
scheme to be financed.” 


Mercia Waste and protesters prepare for planning inquiry 

SHOWDOWN ON

B ATTLE LINES are being drawn as pro¬ 
testers prepare for an eight-day inquiry 
into a planned £120million waste burning 
incinerator in Hartlebury.

Harriers now 
hunting for 
new investors 
atAggborough 


KIDDERMINSTER Harriers have launched a 
fresh appeal for new financial backers as three 
Aggborough directors stepped down. 

In an open letter, chairman Mark Serrell revealed that 
vice-chairman Wayne Allen and board member Keith 
Chandler will relinquish their roles but will remain at the 
club as associate directors, while fellow director Andrew 
Maidstone is leaving. 

Mr Serrell has admitted 
finding it difficult combin¬ 
ing running the Blue 
Square Premier club with 
his own business interests. 

It is just over a year since 
he first arrived at Aggbor¬ 
ough to assist David 
Reynolds, back for a second 
term as chairman, with the 
club in dire financial straits. 

Mr Reynolds stepped 
aside and Mr Serrell took 
charge in the New Year - 
but Harriers were hours 
away from going into 
administration in February 
before a fundraising effort 
secured their immediate 
future. 

But Mr Serrell feels 
further investment is 
needed. In his letter, he 
said: “We will continue to 
invest our own time and 
money into doing what we 
can to ensure the club 
makes further progress.

“Plainly, we cannot do 
this alone.

Major plans for 
safari park get 
warm welcome 


AMBITIOUS plans for a 250-room hotel, indoor 
water park and conference centre at West Midland 
Safari Park have been welcomed by residents. 

Details of the scheme, to be carried out over 10 years if 
approved, went on show for the first time at the attraction’s 
Spring Grove House this week. 

And organisers from RPS, the park’s planning advisor, 
said there had been a “steady flow” of visitors during the 
day to see the plans and ask questions about the develop¬ 
ment, which could create 300 new jobs. 


The scheme has been 
drawn up as Wyre Forest 
District Council works on a 
new policy to guide develop¬ 
ment at the attraction over 
the coming years.

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Decision soon 
on bid to get 
castle funding 


A TRUST battling to buy historic Hartlebury Castle to ensure it 
remains open to the public will learn within days if a vital bid for 
£2.5million funding has been successful. 

Hartlebury Castle Preservation Trust will discover on November 15 if its 
initial application for cash from the Heritage Lottery Fund has been agreed. 

Members said that the decision would be a very important step in their plans to buy 
the site - and admitted that it would be a “nail-biting” few days. 

The group is already on the way to securing £25,000 in match funding which is needed 
as part of the bid and is confident all the cash will be available by next month. Much of 
the money has been raised through donations and charity events. 

If the first-phase funding 
is agreed on November 15 
the group will then need to 
make a second, more 
detailed, application to the 
trust for final approval. 

Members are “optimistic” 
but continuing to look at 
other options, should the 
bid be rejected. 

The group wants to buy 
the castle from the Church 
of England to ensure the 
site stays open to the public. 

It was deemed surplus to 
requirements more than a 
year ago, and the trust 
given an exclusive option to 
buy it.

agement plan along with the district 
council.

Voluntary groups’ cash cut 


FUNDING for voluntary groups in 
Wyre Forest will be slashed by 
more than a quarter under new 
plans revealed by the district 
council. 

The authority’s outlay, split between 
six organisations, would drop from 
£64,540 to £47,540, which is a 26 per 
cent cut. 

The Age UK Day Centre in Castle 
Road, Kidderminster; the town’s Citi¬ 
zens Advice Bureau; Relate; Stourport 
Day Centre; Community Action Wyre 
Forest and Dial-a-Ride are all affected. 

Council bosses say a lack of 


resources has made the cuts unavoid¬ 
able. It has called on the groups to take 
on more responsibility for themselves 
as part of the “Big Society”. No decision 
is expected to be made on the propor¬ 
tion of the cuts until January. 

Staff at the The Citizens Advice 
Bureau say they will be unable to plan 
next year’s budget until they know 
how hard they will be hit. 

The service, based at New Road, 
Kidderminster currently gets £26,000 
a year. Manager Kate Bennett said: “It 
could have a major impact on our serv¬ 
ices. But at the moment we do not 
know - they could cut our funding by 


more than others or we may escape the 
worst of it.” 

Rob Hartell, co-ordinator of Dial-a- 
Ride, which provides transport for 250 
elderly and disabled people, says the 
charity faces an “uncertain future”. 

It gets £5,000 a year from the council 
but relies more on donations and bus 
fare revenue. “We have been going for 
25 years and hopefully we will have a 
few years left yet — but it is hard to 
know at the moment,” he said. 

Councillor Tracey Onslow, cabinet 
member for community wellbeing, said 
funding was being reduced in line with 
a 25 per cent cut in Government grant.

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Official return of 
the ‘Great Detective’ 




SIR Arthur Conan Doyle’s great detective, Sherlock 
Holmes, is back in the first novel actually commissioned 
by the author’s estate, The House of Silk (hardback, Orion, 
£18.99) by Anthony Horowitz. 

Of course, Holmes is a master of the comeback. Conan Doyle 
apparently first killed him off when Holmes and his nemesis the 
criminal mastermind Professor Moriarty, plunged into the 
Reichenbach Falls in The Final Solution, first published in the 
Strand Magazine in 1893 and later included in The Memoirs of 
Sherlock Holmes. However, so great was the outcry that the Scot¬ 
tish writer brought him back for another series of adventures, and 
Holmes was eventually to die in retirement on the South Downs 
having finally found time for his hobby of beekeeping. 

The final collection of Holmes stories, The Case-Book of Sher¬ 
lock Holmes, was published in 1927, three years before the

author’s death. 

There have, of course, been lots 
of stories in print and on screen 
involving Holmes and his friend 
and biographer Dr John Watson 
since then, but this is the first work 
to be added to the official canon 
by Conan Doyle’s estate. It comes 
at a time when the iconic detective 
has never been more popular, the 
two most recent manifestations of his enduring appeal being Guy 
Ritchie’s actionman movie version and Steven Moffat and Mark 
Gatiss’ more cerebral and stylish 21 st century updating in a BBC 
TV drama. 

But the elementary question remains, is it any good? The 
answer is an emphatic yes. The estate chose wisely in Horowitz 
who, though he is best known as achildren’s authorfor his hugely 
successful Alex Rider adventures, was the screenwriter who 
adapted Agatha Christie’s fastidious Belgian detective Hercule 
Poirot to television. 

The House of Silk is full of references that Holmes afficionados 
will recognise and enjoy but it is also a cracking crime mystery in 
its own right. 

The set-up is the discovery of a manuscript, 100 years after the 
death of Holmes, which is Watson’s account of a case so contro¬ 
versial and shocking that it could not be published. 

So the game is afoot, again. An apparently straightforward 
case of an Irish-American ruffian seeking revenge on a London 
art dealer, because he was named alongside the millionaire who 
put trigger-happy Pinkerton agents on his gang’s trail, proves to 
be more complex. When one of Holmes’ Baker Street Irregulars, 
the street urchins who act as his eyes and ears in the criminal 
underworld, is brutally murdered Holmes vows to bring the mys¬ 
terious House of Silk to justice. 

Horowitz suggests Conan Doyle’s style without risking parody 
and his descriptions are sometimes more detailed than those that 
Conan Doyle would give. He also omits the original author’s more 
archaic turns of phrase. Often Conan Doyle’s stories feature long 
periods of dialogue that read like a script whereas Horowitz 
creates a richly atmospheric London of fog, poverty and lurking 
evil. It is easy to deduce which book crime fiction fans should be 
reading this winter. Leon Burakowski

FIFTY years after the very first meeting between 
showgirl Christine Keeler and MP John Profumo, the 
new play Keeler continues its tell all tour at Wolver¬ 
hampton Grand Theatre from Monday to Saturday, 
starring Paul Nicholas. 

In 1963, Secretary of State for War Profumo was forced to 
resign after it was established that he had lied to Parliament 
about the nature of his relationship with a young showgirl - 
Christine Keeler. She was involved with a Russian spy during 
her affair with the Secretary of State. The ensuing scandal 
was, in part, responsible for the resignation of Prime Minister 
Harold Macmillan, and the suicide of the man who introduced 
Keeler to Profumo, Stephen Ward.
